Consequently be remembered the Trojan war, where, as Euphorbias, 
he was wounded by Ucndauu, and, us Pythagoras, he could still 
recognise the shield which Mcnelmis had hung up in the temple of 
Apollo at Branebida?; ami similarly he remembered bis subsequent 
birth as Hermotuniia, and then a* Pyrrhus, a ftshertniiL of Ddui. 
But in India this recollection of previous lives ia a common feature 
in the histories of Lhe sainis and heroes of sacred tniditicn; and it is 
- especially men tinned by tfanu* an the effect of a self-denying and 
pious life. The doctrine of Me tent psychosis, since the later Vedic 
period, bus played such an important {art in the history of the 
national dm meter and religious ideas that we need not be surprised 
to find that Buddhist literature from the earliest times (although 
giving a theory of its own to explain the transmigration) has always 
included the ages of the past an ait authentic background to the 
founder's historical life as Gautama. Ja-taha legends occur even in 
the Canonical Fi$akas; thus the ijiikha-vib&ri Jatakn and the 
Ttuira Jat&ka, which are respectively the lUth and the 87th in this 
volume, are found in the Cdllk Voggft, vii, 1 and vl 6, and similarly 
the Khaadhavatu Jfttaka, which will bo given in the nest volume, is 
bund in the Culla Vagga v. 6; and there are several other examples. 
So too one of the minor hooks of the Suita Pi t ak a (the Gsriyft

the course of their wunderingH^ whether to magnify the glory of the 
Buddha ar to illustrate Buddhist doctrines am! precept* by appropriate 
examples, somewhat in the *&me way w medianval preachers in 
Mump*' used to enliven their sermons l>y iiitrorlucuig fables and 
popular tales to muse the dodging attention of their hearers'* 

It is quite uncertain whan th^ various birth^tories were put 
together in a systematic form such a* we find in uur present Jatoka 
collect icm T At first they were pmhabtj handed down orally, but 
their growing popularity would ensure that tboir kernol, at any rate, 
would ere long be committer] to some mote pennon cat farm* In 
fact there is a smgnlar parallel to thin in the *Q*ita Romanorum H a 
which wo* compiled by an uncertain author in the 14th century and 
contains nearly 200 fables and stories told to illustrate various 
vSrtaea and vices, many of them winding up with a religious 
application.

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Some of the birth-stories arc evidently ButHhbiUc and entirely 
depend for their point on some custom or idea peculiar to Buddhism ; 
but many are pieces of folk-lore which have floated about the world 
for ages os the stray waifs of literature and are liable everywhere to 
be appropriated by any c&sual claimant The earne stories may thus, 
in the course of their long wanderings, come to l>e recognised under 
widely different aspects, ms when they are used by Boccaccio nr Toggio 
merely as merry taka, or by some tVclsli ban! to embellish ting 
Arthur's legendary glories, or by some Buddhist /itrtiana or mediieval 
friar to add point to bis discourse. Chaucer unwittingly puts * 
Jataka story into the mouth of Ids Pardon ere when he tells his Ink 
Of 'the lyotonres three*; and another appears in Herodotua an the 
popular ex pi a cot ion oF the sudden rise of the Alcmatooidar through 
Megaclt* marriage with Cloisthcue*' daughter and the rejection of 
bis rival Hippocleidua. 

The Pali work, untitled 'the Jatnkn', the first volume of which 
is now presented to the reader in an English form, contains 350 
Jatakns or Birth-stories, which am arranged in 22 nipiUa* or books. 
This division is roughly founded on the number of verses (p&bu) 
which are quoted in each story; lliue the first book contains 
150 stories, each of which only quotes one verse, the second 100, each 
of which quotes two, the third and fourth 50 each, which respectively 
quote 3 Ajid 4 , niid so uu to the twenty-first with 5 stories, each of 
which quotes B0 verses, and the twenty-second with 10 stories, each 
quoting a still larger number. Each story opens with b preface 
the ptrrouppuamisattAu or ‘story of the present', which rafale* 
the particular circumstances in the Buddha's life which led him to 
tell the birth-story and thus reveal *<>mc event in Lhe long series 
of hia previous existences as a tafitiMtfe or a being destined to attain 
Buddha-ship. At the ond there is always given n short summary, 
where the Buddha identifies the different actors in the story in tbeir 
present births at the time of hia discourse,— it being on essential 
condition of the book tlmt the Buddha pos&e^es Lhe same power as 
that which Pythagoras claimed but with a far more extrusive range, 
since he could remain ber all the past events in every being's previous 
existences it well us in hi* own. Every story ts also illustrated by 
one or more gtiihTta which are uttered by the Buddha while still a 
BodhU&tu and so playing lus part in the narrative; but sometimes 
the verses are put into his mouth as the Buddha, when they are 
called rthhisa mbud/lhn-gtitlM 
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Soma of tbege stanzas art) found in the canonical boot called the 
Dhammapad*; and many of the Jotaka etones are given in the old 
Comiueutary on that book but with varying Jet nib. and r.f.metim«, 
“WCiated with verses which ate not given in our present Jiitaka 
texk This might seem to imply that there is not necessarily a strict 
connexion between any particular story and the verses which may 
be quoted as its moral; hut in moat cases an apposite stanza, would 
of course soon assert a prescriptive right to any narrative which 
it seamed specially to illustrate. The language of the gSthis is 
much more archaic than that of ibe atones; and it certainly neeuui 
more probable to suppose that they axe the older kernel of the Work, 
and that thus in its original form the JaUka. tike the C&riya-picaka, 
consisted only of these venae®. It is quite true that they are 
generally unintelligible without the story, but such is con tin nail y the 
cose with proverbial sayings ; lbe traditional commentary purees by 
word of mouth in a varying form along with the twinge, as in the 
well-known av foevTU ‘JvireirXciSy or our own ’Hobson's choice’, 
until remo author writes it d.^wu in a crystal [i.-cd form'. OtoamcuuiUy 
the same oirth-story is repeated elsewhere in a somewhat varied 
form and with different verses attached to it; and wo sometimes find 
the phraw ift viUfiiirei(ti)(ttim , l which seems to imply that the narrator 
i» to amplify the dote! Is at his discretion. 

The native trailitiou in Ceylon is that tire original Jitalca Book 
consisted of the gathm alone, and that a coinmonteiy on there, 
containing the stories which they were intended to illustrate, was 
written in very early times in Singhalese. This was translated 
“*> Pilli about 430 A te by Ruddlmgbosa. who translated re many 
of the early Singhalese commentaries into Pali,; and after this the 
Singhalese original ws* lost. The accuracy of this tradition Las 
been discussed by Professor Rhys Davids in the Introduction tt» 
the first volume of his Buddlust Birth Storire'*; and wo ma y 
safely adopt hia conclusion, that if the prvre commentary w^ 
not corn pored by Buddbaghusa, it was compired not lung after* 
wards; and os in any cose it whs merely a redaction of materials

handed down from very early times in the Buddhist community, it i* 
not a question of much importance except for Pali literary history. 
The gtithas are undoubtedly old, and they necessarily imply the 
previous existence of the stories, though not perhaps in the exact 
words in which we lifiw posses them. 

The ijirtakns are preceded in the PiLli text by a long Introduction, 
the hfidaim-kalha, which gives the Buddha’s previous history both 
before his last birth, aim also during bis last existence until ho 
attained the state of a Buddha’. This has been translated by Professor 
Rhys Davids, hut ns it baa no direct connexion with the rest of the 
work, we have omitted it in our translation, which commences with 
the first Birth-story. 

We have translated the quasi historical introductions which 
always precede the different birth-stories, as they are an essential 
part of the plan of the original work,—since they link each tale with 
some special incident in the Buddha's life, which tradition venerates 
as the occasion when ho is supposed to have recalled the forgotten 
scene of a long past existence to his contemporaries But it b an 
interesting question for future investigation how far they contain any 
historical data. They appear at first sight to harmonise with the 
framework <>f the Pi takas; lint I confess that 1 have on confidence in 
their historical credibility,—-they seem to me rather the laboured 
invention of a later age, like the legendary history of the early 
centuries of ancient Rome. But this question will be more easily 
settled, when we have mode farther progress in the tmhslaitoii. 

The Ja takas themselves are of course interesting an specimens 
of Buddhist literature; but their foremost interest to us consists in 
their relation to folk-lore and the Light which they often throw on 
those popular stones which illustrate sc vividly the ideas and 
superstitions of the early rimes of civilisation. In this respect, they 
possess a special value, as, although much of their matter is peculiar 
to Rmlilbinm, they contain embedded with it au unrivalled collection 
of Folk-lore They are also full of interest as giving a vivid picture 
of the social life and customs of ancient India, Such books us 
Lieutenant-Colonei Sleetnan's 1 Rambles ' or Mr GHereon a 4 Bihar 
Peasant Life' illustrate them »t every turn. They form in fret an 
ever-shifting panorama of the village life such as Fah-bian and 
Riouea-thsnng saw it in the old days before the Muhammadan

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conquest, when Hindu insliLtitfoTi: and native rule prs milw l in c-vcrv 
province throughout the laud. Like ail collection* of early popular 
tides fliev are full of violence and craft, mid betray a low opinion of 
woman ; but outbursts of nobler feeling are not wanting, to relieve 
the darker colours. 

Professor Kim Davids first win tutored a translation of the 
Jatakii in t&&0' but other cugagemanu obliged him to discontinue it 
after one volume had appeared, containing the Nidanakatba and 
40 stories. The present trai mint ion bus been undertaken by a band 
of friends who hope, by each being responsible for a definite portion, 
to complete thu whole within s reasonable time. We ore in fact 
ft guild of Jataka translators, rrwAtkvpw'tw uoyenn p-enih ; but, 
although wo have adopted some common principles of tranaliition 
and aim at a certain general uniformity in our technical terms and 
in traneliteralion, we have agreed to leave each individual translator, 
witbin certain limits, a firet hand in his own work. The Editor only 
exercises s general Bupertntendouce, in consultation with the two 
resident translators. Mr Frauds and Mr Neil, 

Mr R Chalmers of Oriel College, Oxford, ha* translated in the 
present volume the first volume of Prof F&uabOll's edition of the 
Puli text (five volumes of which have already appeared). The 
second volume will be translated by Mr W, H. D, Rouse, late fellow 
of Christ's College, Cambridge, who will also be responsible for the 
fourth; the third will be- translated by illr H. T, Francis, Dmior- 
Lihrariaii of the University Library at Cambridge, and late follow of 
Gonville and Cains College, and Mr R. it Neil, fellow and awiatank- 
tutor of Pembroke College, who Hupt also to undertake the fifth 1 .

Although U has Cial been possible to reproduce ihc rhytiuts of 
the v^mA, yt*t I hope mu thing of ih& snme ert-.ct has been given 
by keeping in cadi ilocy to one metre where the Pali has but one, 
ami changing where it duinges; and ei pretty consistent rule has 
been observed* of giving long lines for long and abort for abort * 
two abort lines being belli &{uivalent to onu long. But in differom 
stories the same metre has often been differently translated for 
convenience. 

For pumlids I have looked through all the Pali books as 
fnr jis ihey art printed; but I have not had time to rend them 
carefully, and many mtust have escaped me. The notes must then 
not be considered as exhaustive Other iUuatmriun* have Wen 
noted where 1 have come across them, and 1 hope that students 
of bile-tali* may be mtereaiod in one unpublished variant which 
I have been able lo give (page 110).
